Mayor Gillen: Any citizen desiring 
to be heard? 


Mr. Valentine Kane: I want to 
straighten out a statement attributed 
to me that I was opposed to the deep- 
ening of the Newark Bay Channel, and 
I want to say now I am in favor of it, 
but I want to show the methods that 
have been employed by the corporation 
that now occupies our land in the 
meadows, and I want to attack it on 
the ground that the digging of this 
channel would make the worthless 
stock issued by this company valuable. 
At one time there were 14,000 men 
working for the Submarine Boat Com- 
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pany. Now there are 3,000. Any day 
this week or next week that amount 
will be cut in half. I got this from 
men who come in my office. I am in 
the employment business and come in 
contact with many men employed in 
shipyards, men employed in executive 
capacities. At the starting of this 
ship building plant the Submarine Cor- 
poration, gave to Ross McAdoo about 
$80,000 to go out as publicity man to 
control and divert all the ship building 
that was being given out by the Gov- 
ernment. When the Secretary of the 
Treasury heard of this he stated that 
he had nothing to do with that and no 
courtesy should be shown to his 
brother. When they failed in this, 
they went into politics and opened of- 
fices in the Proctor building and spent 
enormous sums of money to control 
the Republican County Committee and 
pledged that County Committee for 
their man. The Republican County 
Committee was controlled by execu- 
tives of the Submarine Boat Corpora- 
tion and the Assistant General Man- 
ager was one of that movement, and 
every man that held an executive of- 
fice in that company was an officer in 
this movement in Essex County and 
went all over the State of New Jersey 
and spent money to elect a man Pres- 
ident of the United States that would 
divert business to that company. I am 
opposed to digging this channel to 
make valuable a worthless stock. The 
Chamber of Commerce and the Traffic 
Club are controlled by this corporation 
and they are here to get the City of 
Newark to dig this channel so that 
they can sell their Trans-Marine stock. 


Dr. William G. Hanrahan: Mr. 
Mayor, I want a correction made in 
your minutes. Two of the newspapers 
and your official minutes have me re- 
corded as being opposed to this prop- 
osition. I said my mind was open on 


this question. I think it is unfair to 
be recorded one way or other on such 
a vital matter when my mind is open 
on such an important matter. I be- 
lieve Mr. Raymond is guided by the 
highest motives in this matter. I be- 
lieve the matter is of great import 
and I think it would be a great bene- 
fit, but, as the Mayor said, I would 
like to see the other municipalities 
come in on this project. I would like 
to ask Mr. Raymond a question. Will 
the other properties along this channel 
be sold to the. public or be controlled 
by the City? 


Commissioner Raymond: My policy 
is, these lands should always be held 
by the City of Newark. The Sub- 
marine only leases the land. I think 
arrangements can be made with them 
whereby they will surrender their op- 
tion of purchase. If I can induce them 
to surrender their option of purchase 
I will do so. ` 


I would like to say a word or two. 
I never heard of this Republican or- 
ganization. I do not know anything 
about that and I do not care anything 
about it, but what I do say is this: As 
scon as it appears a big public im- 
provement is to be undertaken, one 
that is going to benefit any corpora- 
tion, it is very easy to make an argu- 
ment or present an argument that 
would make it appear that the im- 
provement is being made for that cor- 
poration, and people, I think, are very 
apt to accept such a conclusion. Some- 
times such a conclusion is dangerous, 
as it may hold back important city 
development. My thought is this: I 
want the City of Newark to continue 
the ownership of the land now held in 
leasehold by the Submarine Boat Cor- 
poration, and I want the City to retain 
for all times to come the land on the 
south side of our Newark channel, as 
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far back as the present Central Rail- 
road. Back of that I am inclined to 
feel we should sell land to private in- 
dustries, along Haynes Avenue and 
other highways, in order that we may 
have business going òn there and in 
order to get the property in the rata- 
bles and in that way develop our dock 
front. That is my general idea of what 
our policy should be. This undoubt- 
edly will benefit the Submarine Boat 
Corporation, but the Submarine Boat 
Corporation today is the only concern 
which is bringing ocean-going com- 
merce up to our shore. They have 
sent out nine or ten ships since they 
first began some time ago. That is 
the reason for encouraging that cor- 
pany, because every ship that comes 
in loads and leaves again, leaves a sub- 
stantial amount of money in Newark. 
An expert told me the other day that 
every ship coming into port and leav- 
ing it, such as Newark, would leave 
$25,000 here. I am not thinking of the 
Submarine when I think of the bay im- 
provement. What I have in mind is 
the bringing of deeper water to New- 
ark, the construction of docks, piers 
and warehouses south of our ship 
canal, the filling in of our 200 acres 
there and covering them with indus- 
trial sites, warehouses and trackage. 
It is the big broad improvement that 
will make Newark an ocean seaport 
and bring in large revenue that I am 
thinking of, and these 200 acres can 
be augmented by the addition of many 
other acres which we can develop for 
dock sites on a comprehensive plan, 
which has been laid out on paper and 
which will be made public today, which 
shows roads, warehouses and three long 
piers 1,200 feet long running out to 
the bay, 250 feet wide, and when con- 
structed will make Newark an ocean 
seaport. This bond issue of one and a 
quarter million dollars, so far as I am 
concerned, is merely a beginning of 


money I am going to ask for, 1f I am 
in charge of this department. 


Mayor Gillen: There are some ques- 
tions that have been raised that should 
be investigated in connection with this 
matter. The deep channel, of course, 
is a thing we are all looking forward 
to, and I believe at least two of the 
other municipalities can be induced to 
come in for the deepening of the chan- 
nel, and I think every means should 
be resorted to and exhausted to get 
them to come in. Once the City 
spends the money it is gone forever. 
If there is any possibility of any other 
municipality coming in, the City Gov- 
ernment of Newark, as a matter of 
economy, should do everything they 
can to form a co-partnership with 
them. I can tell you something about 
this lease. I was on the old Board of 
Works when representatives of the 
Submarine Company came to our 
Board one day, about the time we were 
entering the war and told us they 
wanted to establish a shipyard, and 
asked us for an option on a certain 
portion of land, the outline of which 
they now occupy. The Board consid- 
ered the matter and decided to give 
the option to the Submarine people. 
The Submarine people then went with 
its contract to Washington and got 
contracts to build ships. Then the Gov- 
ernment decided to spend all the 
money on these plants. Having done 
that, they decided to have us make a 
lease direct to the Government, conse- 
quently the first lease to the Sub- 
marine was abrogated and a new lease 
to the Government, which made it an 
assignment. However, in that lease 
it is stipulated that the plant could be 
used only for the purpose of ship 
building. It cannot be used without 
the consent of the City for the purpose 
of transportation or for any other pur- 
pose’ than ship building. After the 
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Submarine located there it discovered 
a great many things must be done by 
the city in order to make the yard 
available and accessible, such as trans- 
portation facilities, streets and bridges 
which the City very willingly gave be- 
cause war was on and the city of- 
ficials were very easy because it was 
a question of building ships to carry 
on the war, and the terms made 
then would not have been made in 
normal times. However, there is a 
clause in the lease under which the 
lessee has power to renew the lease 
from time to time, which expires, I 
think, in; 1929, and now it seems the 
Submarine people intend to abandon 
the business of ship building and go 
into the transportation business. That 
is a good thing for Newark, but I 
think in view of the manner in which 
this lease was made, that the whole 
thing should be set aside and the Sub- 
marine Boat Company, as a transpor- 
tation company, should come to the 
city and say: “Let’s make a new 
deal.” If the Submarine people, or this 
Trans-Marine Company, which is a 
subsidiary or new company organized 
by the Submarine people, desire to use 
this valuable property for the profit- 
able business of transportation and 
wants the City to go deeper into this 
deepening project and spend vast sums 
of money in deepening the channel so 
as to give the Trans-Marine Company 
immediate benefits, I think the Trans- 
Marine Company should come to the 
City of Newark and be willing to make 
a real lease. I think that should be 
done in all fairness to the City. The 
Trans-Marine Company, I understand, 
has incorporated and capitalized at 
one hundred million dollars. It is go- 
ing to do business on a very large plan 
and going to use this valuable prop- 
erty for this business it is going to 
transact. I pay very little attention 
to rumors, but I have received several 


letters that this stock is being very 
generously and liberally handed 
around to people who will back this 
movement for deeper water. I have 
been told that John Enstice, President 
of the Traffic Club, was told that he 
would be the recipient of some of this 
stock. I have received information 
that the Traffic Club, which has been 
so active in furthering this project, is 
controlled by interested stockholders 
in the Trans-Marine Boat Corporation 
or its allied companies. I do not place 
much faith in rumors, but with all of 
these rumors coming along, it seems to 
me, ought to make city officials look in- 
to the matter a little deeper before we 
actually make this great expenditure. 
I know Commissioner Raymond has 
the right idea as to the future develop- 
ment. The City cannot afford to stand 
still, but in going ahead we must com- 
pel those who are going to share the 
benefits to share part of the costs. I 
do not deny that the Submarine has 
brought benefit to the City of Newark, 
but we have lost money in this proj- 
ect by being compelled to: put in a 
great many improvements. This cor- 
poration being an out-of-State cor- 
poration, as I understand it, never paid 
a cent of taxes to the City of Newark, 
notwithstanding the fact that we have 
been compelled to police that section 
and arrange for fire protection. I 
think under a new arrangement there 
should be some understanding as to 
better rent, some rental that will re- 
turn to the city a fair and proper com- 
pensation for its investment. I think 
this new company should have some 
understanding with the Tax Depart- 
ment as to what taxes we are to re- 
ceive. I do not believe any great cor- 
poration operating in the city should 
go scot-free of taxation. I do not want 
to be put in the light of an obstruc- 
tionist or reactionary by holding up 
the progress of a great improvement, 


but 1 think it is time for a new deal 
as regards this ship building corpora- 
tion, and this is the time to calculate 
upon terms, to determine what is fair 
to the city and the company and to 
make our decision. 


Commissioner Archibald: I might 
say on this taxing question, that I 
have had an appointment to meet of- 
ficials of the Submarine Company and 
go over this matter of taxes. I feel 
as you do, since the Submarine Com- 
pany is out of the control of the Gov- 
ernment they should pay taxes to the 


,City. I have raade an appointment to 
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meet them next Monday in joint ses- 
sion with the Tax Board. 


Mr. E. W. Wollmuth, Secretary, 
Chamber of Commerce: I am very 
familiar with the terms of the lease 
under which they occupy that land. It 
is as the Mayor has stated. It seems 
to me any renewal of that lease or ap- 
plication for exercise of option should 
be held up until such time as the City 
is fairly protected, as outlined by the 
Mayor. In so far as the deepening of 
the channel is concerned, you have got 
to, of course, in a measure deepen it. 
The fact that it is going to benefit a 
corporation does not seem to me to be 
a reason why the improvement should 
not be made, and if they pay a prcper 
tax to the City and lease is made on 
proper basis, in. which the interests of 
the City will be protected, I would say 
let them do business there. If we want 
industries there and shipping lines, we 
must give them facilities in order to 
enable them to operate. The fact that 
the Submarine is there should not stop 
the City from making the improve- 
ment. 


Dr. Henry Moskowitz: A statement 
has been made of rumors that have 
keen spread about concerning the pu- 


ture plans of the Submarine Boat Cor- 
poration, and I am quite sure the 
members of this Commission will give 
these rumors the credence that any 
rumor has. In the first place, the re- 
mark has been made that the Sub- 
marine intends to convert its entire 
property to transportation purposes. 
Such a statement has never been made 
by officials of the company. The fact 
of the matter is that the Submarine 
has been interested in the establish- 
ment of a large repair dock for repair- 
ing vessels. That cannot be done un- 
less we have deeper water. That is a 
construction job and not a transporta- 
tion job. I want to make it very clear 
that this rumor that the Submarine is 
going out of business as a ship build- 
ing proposition is untrue. We are stil] 
building and finishing seven ships. 
They are on the ways. We are build- 
ing eight more barges for the barge 
canal. We hope to be able to build 
ships in connection with the barge 
canal line. I want to make that cor- 
rection that we are going to convert 
the entire property into a transporta- 
tion concern as untrue. 


I deeply regret that a statement has 
been made here today that annony- 
mous communications have accused 
President John Enstice and members 
of the Traific Club as being controlled 
by the Submarine Company. I think 
anybody that knows of the public 
spirit of Mr. John Enstice will never 
believe that Mr. Enstice would be 
guilty of such a participation. The ac- 
tivity of the Traffie Club in this mat- 
ter has been in the interest of the 
City of Newark. There have been one 
or-two members of the Submarine 
Company who were members of the 
Traffic Club. They have participated 
in any movement as individuals and 
as members of the Traffic Club. The 
fact of the matter is that the Traffic 
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Club started this campaign a year ago 
in the interest of the City of Newark, 
and I deeply regret that any reflec- 
tion has been made upon its public 
spirited chairman. The charge that 
Mr. Enstice has received stock in the 
transportation line is absolutely false. 
It is a reflection upon the officials of 
the Trans-Marine Company which I 
personally resent. 


Mayor Gillen: Are you familiar 
with the stock transactions of the 
Trans-Marine Company? 


Dr. Moskowitz: I am. 


Mayor Gillen: Do you know the 
stockholders ? 


Dr. Moskowitz: 


I know most of 
them. ` 


Mayor Gillen: Do you know of any 
bonus stock being handed out? 


Dr. Moskowitz: I know of no such 
stock being handed out. 

Mayor Gillen: Was it all sold? 

Dr. Moskowitz: I do not know any- 
thing about that. I do know the of- 


ficials of the Trans-Marine Company 
are honorable men. 


Mayor Gillen: You know that Mr. 
Enstice did not receive any bonus 
stock? 

Dr. Moskowitz: Yes, I know he did 
not. 


Mayor Gillen: Is Mr. Enstice a 


stockholder ? 


Dr. Moskowitz: I can say that he 
is not a stockholder. The charge about 
Mr. Enstice is absurd. 


Dr. Moskowitz: I want to make 
one more point. Mention has been 
made here of the exclusive monopoly 
of the Submarine Boat Corporation. I 
said at the last meeting that the Sub- 
marine Company would be willing to 
allow the loading and unloading of 
steamers of other lines on a reasonable 
basis. I want to reiterate that state- 
ment this morning. Secondly, the 
Submarine Company is willing to give 
up its option and to make a lease with 
the City on a reasonable basis so that 
the City of Newark will own the prop- 
erty, but giving to the Submarine Boat 
Company a lease that would be con- 
sistent with good business practice 
and at the same time consistent with 
the interests of the City of Newark. 
Commissioner Raymond will bear me 
out that that has been our attitude. 


Mr. A. Preston Jump stated on Feb- 
ruary 12th last, Senator Jones was a 
guest of the City at a dinner and made 
the statement that if the municipali- 
ties bordering on Newark Bay would 
go down to Congress in December and 
put up a united front and could show 
them that they had taken care of 25% 
of the expense necessary to dredge a 
$1-foot channel in Newark Bay and 
the Hackensack and Passaic Rivers, 
that Congress would appropriate the 
other 75%. He stated that his sug- 
gestion was made on a question put to 
him as to just how the Pacific Coast 
and Gulf cities were able to get so 
much from Congress and we were un- 
able to get anything. Mr. Jump also 
stated that he thought if the channel 
was deepened up to the Hackensack 
and Passaic Rivers that no trouble 
would be experienced in getting the 
other municipalities to join in the 
project. : 


Mr. Francis J. Goodwin, represent- 
ing the Essex Trades Council, stated 
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that his body approved the proposed 
improvement in Newark Bay and were 
in favor of having this improvement 
started immediately. 


Commissioner Monahan offered the 
following resolution:

Mr. Thomas H. Johnson, 284 Chan- 
eellor Avenue: I wish to protest 
against this improvement. There are 
other gentlemen here who are opposed 
to it. We are absolutely against it for 
the simple reason that, as I under- 
stand it, you want to widen the street, 
and there are so few people who live 
on Chancellor Avenue at the present 
time that we do not see the need of it. 
There is no need for this work to be 
done there. If there was any need for 
it we would not object to it. There is a 
good macadam pavement there now 
and there is no need for this work. 
We are absolutely opposed to it. 


Dr. William R. Ward, 112 Chancellor 
Avenue, stated he did not appear as 
an objector, but thought the property 
owners should have some idea as to

what it would cost for this proposed 
improvement, as they would then be in 
a position to know how they should 
act.

Mayor Gillen: Is there any citizen 
desiring to be heard on the proposed 
ordinance providing for the paving of 
Berkeley Avenue from Fifth Street to 
Bloomfield Avenue? 


Mr. David A. Woerner, 628 North 
Seventh Street: I have a petition here 
signed by a majority of the property 
owners on Berkeley Avenue who are 
against this improvement. 


The following petition was pre- 
sented and read by Mr. Woerner: 


To the Board of Commissioners 
of the City of Newark, N. J. 


We, the undersigned property hold- 
ers of Berkeley Avenue, Newark, N. 
J., petition your Board to postpone the 
paving of Berkeley Avenue for a year 
or two, on account of the high price 
of material, as we are all small prop- 
erty owners and the expense of the 
paving of Berkeley Avenue would be, 
to most of us, too great a burden at 
present. 


(Signed by Nineteen (19) Property 
Owners). 


Commissioner Raymond moved that 
the ordaining clause of an ordinance 
entitled “An Ordinance to provide for 
the paving of Berkeley Avenue from 
Fifth Street to Bloomfield Avenue for 
a width of forty (40) feet between 
curbs, with either concrete pavement 
or with asphalt pavement (1%” top, 14” 
binder) on a six (6) inch concrete 
foundation,” be stricken out.

Dr. Charles F. Kraemer: Mr. Mayor 
and Gentlemen, I just want to be heard 
on this matter with respect to the pro- 
posed bond issue of $1,250,000 for the 
deepening of the bay channel. In be- 
half of the Real Estate Board and the 
Taxpayers’ League section of this 


Board, we have a report to present to 
your Commission for consideration, 
and in presenting this report I just 
want to take a few minutes of your 
time to state my views why such a 
bond issue seems inappropriate. 


I do not believe it is necessary for 
me to dwell upon the fact that we are 
in a period of reaction. Briefly, today 
real estate conditions in the City of 
Newark are in a more deplorable state 
than they were in 1914. A period of 
reaction is taking place. It is stated 
by the City that we need increased 
taxes and in order to get these in- 
creased taxes it is necessary to de- 
velop this meadow land in order to get 
it in the ratables. Every subterfuge is 
being used to raise the valuation of 
properties. I want to call your atten- 
tion to this one point which you must 
not forget. Within the next six months 
rents are going to fall in this city 
and many assessments that have been 
placed on these properties will not 
stand. You must not forget that the 
burden of carrying municipal govern- 
ment is three-quarters, if not seven- 
eighths upon real estate owners. With 
that view in mind, I base my protest 
on this ordinance for this bond issue. 


` of the ship channel. 
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I am reluctant to appear here as a 
protestor upon this great waterway 
development, because I have always 
been an ardent supporter of Port New- 
ark Terminal. But, like everything 
else, I mark my step-when I know that 
the income I expect to receive from 
my investment is not warranted. I 
ask you gentlemen if you spend $1,- 
250,000 for deepening this channel, 
what results have you got; what have 
you gained; what have you accom- 
plished? Have you anything more to 
sell or lease? It is true you are go- 
ing to fill in land on the south side of 
ship channel. You have had no legit- 
imate inquiry for industrial sites south 
I don’t believe 
you have one inquiry of that character 
before you today. If this work is un- 
dertaken fou will have nothing but 
meadow land, no streets, no piers, no 
sewers, nothing but meadow land. I, 
trust this Board will mark time for 
the present and not further burden the 
taxpayers with this expenditure until 
you have gone into it as business men 
and have seen how much income you 
will derive from it and where it is 
coming from. 


I do not want to find fault or criti- 
cise the acts of this Commission, but 
I think you should take into consider- 
ation the lease you have made with the 
Submarine Boat Corporation through 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation. 
You have leased this developed land, 
tying up the City for ten years, tying 
up the Company from year to year 
only. It is said this lease was made 
under the stress of war emergency. I 
feel very sorry for the man who pre- 
pared that lease in behalf of the tax- 
payers of Newark. It is full of vague- 
ness and loopholes. The tenant is ex- 
empt from taxation and the City is 
committed to make all improvements 
there without cost to the tenant. If 
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the tenant should find business un- 
healthful, 1t could assign its lease to 
an office boy and the City would have 
an empty parcel on its land for which 
it could not collect a dollar. 


We had a railroad track and some 
equipment there that we turned over 
to these people, and that has been in- 
corporated into a railroad company 
known as Port Newark Terminal R. 
R. If that has been capitalized and in- 
corporated under the railroad laws of 
this State, if the Submarine were to 
give up their shipyard tomorrow, the 
City could not procure possession of 
that railroad or the ground it occupies. 
T ask you who was this wise man who 
permitted all this? I read in the paper 
the other day that one of the repre- 
sentatives of the tenants appeared 
here and said that they wanted to co- 
operate with the City if they deepen 
these waters. If you dredge those 
channels at a cost of $1,250,000 you 


will make the lands so valuable that. 


the moneys they are paying you will 
look like pygmies. The matter of se- 
curing better terms with the Sub 
marine should be gone into, then the 
City should take no further steps until 
it is certain of a sufficient income be- 
ing derived from the proposed im- 
provement to carry the interest .and 
sinking fund charges upon the bonds. 


Mr. Valentine B. Kane: We tried to 
get in touch with the Submarine to 
get a copy of their incorporation of 
the Trans-Marine Company and the 
Trans-Marine Railway, and their an- 
swer to our association was: “Why in 
hell should we send you a copy of our 
incorporation?” We are going to get 
that and we are going to attack it. We 
are going to hold public street meet- 
ings in the City of Newark, and we are 
going to tell the people of Newark 
why this proposition should not be 
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gone into now. Jersey City 1s willmg 
to go mto ıt. Only the other day they 
told a certain gentleman they would 
go into it, but that Newark was too 
hasty. We expect to start meetings 
the first of next week if this Commis- 
sion passes the ordinance to issue 
these bonds. 


Mr. Oswald R. Routh also protested 
against this project at the present 
time, and stated one of: the first things 
that should be considered by the Com- 
mission before this project is under- 
taken is the elimination of the bridge 
at the mouth of Newark Bay, and that 
if this bridge was eliminated it would 
be a fair start in making Newark a 
seaport. The Submarine Boat Com- 
pany has given us nothing. I am not 
opposed to the Submarine as a cor- 
poration, but as I understand it, and 
I have a copy of their lease, they suc- 
ceeded under the lease of the Shipping 
Board, to which they have absolutely 
no more right than any of you men 
have of giving away our City Hall. I 
think this Commission should call to- 
gether the business men of this city: 
bankers, merchants, real’ estate men, 
and go over a project ‘of this ‘kind. 
The City of Newark is a corporation 
and you are elected directors of this 
corporation. Every man, no matter 
how poor or rich, is a stockholder in 
this corporation and should have a say. 
No directors of ‘any corporation, in 
my estimation, would attempt any 
radical change in that corporation 
without first consulting with the 
stockholders, and in all fairness 
to the people of Newark and in 
order to be true to your trust as di- 
rectors of this stockholding corpora- 
tion of the City of Newark you should 
reform that lease as fast as you can, 
and if you cannot do so without legal 
proceedings, then you should take 
legal procedure. 


Mr. Routh: The Public Welfare As- 
sociation has asked me to bring before 
you gentlemen today a proposition 
which, I think, after investigation, it 
willbe found necessary to carry out. 
The junction of 18th Street and Fab- 
yan Place is fast becoming a cross- 


town section, and the Publice Service 
now has a Y at this point over which 
they turn cars back, and because of 
this Y a number of serious accidents 
have occurred there. Now what we 
wish you gentlemen to do is to widen 
or cut off the corner on the northeast 
side of Clinton, Avenue and 18th 
Street, and next to widen the southern 
side of Clinton Avenue from 17th to 
19th Streets; also to request the Pub- 
lic Service to put an inspector there 
who will be more interested in backing 
in cars than holding political discus- 
sion with the Policeman on the corner; 
also that the Director of Public Safety 
be requested to put at least two po- 
licemen there. 


There is another thing I wash to call 
to Commissioner Brennan’s attention. 
At Clinton Place and Edmonds Place 
the street comes to an abrupt stop 
and turns to the left or east. There 
are two dangerous points for motor 
vehicles at night. There should be a 
red light at Clinton Place and Ed- 
monds Place going south, and one at 
Lyons Avenue.

Gentlemen: 


We wish to present for your consid- 
eration a matter of great importance 
to all users of passenger elevators in 
the city of Newark. You are undoubt- 
edly cognizant of the recent deplora- 
ble accident which occurred in the 
Wiss building, No. 671 Broad Street. 


This occurrence has been the means 
of bringing to the attention of the ten- 
ants of this building the vital need of 
greater power being vested in the de- 
partment under whose jurisdiction 
these matters come. 


The, elevator system in this building 
like many others throughout the city 
is operated in a slip-shod and haphaz- 
ard manner, the equipment is not up 
to standard and the cars are run by 
inefficient and inexperienced opera- 
tors. 


Upon inquiry we are informed that 
the inspectors are not clothed with 
sufficient authority to issue peremp- 
tory orders compelling owners to 
make such specific changes in a sys- 
tem as they may deem necessary, or 
to cause the operation of a system to 
cease until permission is given to re- 
sume. 


We would therefore recommend that 
an ordinance be drafted by the law de- 
partment of this city with a view 
toward giving the building department 
power sufficient to absolutely control 
passenger elevator systems in so far 
as they concern the safety of the pub- 
lic, and, furthermore, that an ordi- 
nance be drafted compelling the licens- 
ing of all passenger elevator operators 
after they are duly examined as to 
their qualifications as such.

Mr. Chauncey G. Parker, 765 Broad 
Street: I am part owner of prop- 
erty just opposite the west corner of 
Bloomfield and Belleville Avenue, and 
I know something about traffie condi- 
tions at this point. In my humble 
opinion, this possible improvement will 
not benefit anybody. It will be a se- 


rlousexpense both for the city and 
property owners. I do not see how the 
expense for this improvement could be 
saddled upon the local property own- 
ers, because the designed improvement 
is to make an open artery for through 
traffic, which, of course, will benefit 
the center of the town and will not 
benefit the local people very much. In 
my opinion the congestion at this point 
could be relieved by making Bloom- 
field Avenue a one-way street between 
Webster Street and Belleville Avenue 
for westbound traffic. There is a very 
good short detour that can be taken. 
Anyone who drives along Bloomfield 
Avenue much knows this detour. They 
can come down Bloomfield Avenue, 
turn to right at Webster Street for 
two blocks, then left into Belleville 
Avenue. I do not think it would be any 
inconvenience. It would entirely re- 
lieve congestion at the designated 
point. It seems to me no time for the 
city to go into an expensive improve- 
ment of this sort which is not going to 
accomplish any results, because even if 
the street is widened at that particu- 
lar point the traffic has got to go into 
Bloomfield Avenue, and, as one of my 
friends here very well put it, you can- 
not get any more stuff through a 
funnel than what is capable of going 
through the narrowest point. I think 
the diversion of traffic will accomplish 
very much more than the costly 
widening of that street. I object to 
this improvement because it is unnec- 
essary and will not relieve the con- 
gestion. 


Mr. John C. Eisele, 9 Clinton Street: 
I represent myself as owner of prop- 
erty; also the North Ward Realty 
Company, which owns 100 feet of 
property to be taken in. I am not op- 
posed to any improvement, but I ques- 
tion along the lines of Mr. Parker 
whether this will accomplish the result 


that it is desired to accomplish. My 
own opinion is, if you are gomg to do 
anything at all on Belleville Avenue, 
to get proper results, do it on both 
sides of the street and leave enough 
room on both sides of trolley tracks, 
or cut Clark Street through, connect- 
ing with Sixth Avenue. This will di- 
vert traffic on High Street and Clif- 
ton Avenue. You should repave Sum- 
mer Avenue and Clifton Avenue, mak- 
ing that a better thoroughfare, and 
also repave High Street at Eighth 
Avenue. Another thing that would 
give us better results would be, if you 
could induce the Park Commisisoners 
to open the road at Eighth Avenue and 
Clifton Avenue. I offer these sugges- 
tions just to get the best results. I 
can see the city growing and sooner 
or later something must be done. I 
favor the best results, even if it costs 
more, either at this time or any other 
time. I would also suggest that you 
look into the matter and see whether 
Clark Street opening would not be 
more feasible and a bigger benefit to 
that whole section. Webster Street 
should be cut through to Clay Street 
or Eighth Avenue. I do not stand 
against any improvement that will 
bring about the proper results.

Street: I represent the Henrietta H.

Whereas, There has been for some 
time past, and there is now existing a 
great shortage in the number of flats, 
apartments, tenement houses and 
homes for rent in the cities of this 
State, and especially in the City of 
Newark, which is chiefly due to the 
cessation of building operations; and 


Whereas, As the result of said 
shortage there is insufficient living ac- 
commodations for the people of this 
city and such shortage has resulted in 
the exactions of exorbitant rent so 
that many of the people are unable to 
secure housing accommodations within 
their means; and 


Whereas, It has been charged that 
these conditions are due among other 
things to the maintenance of exorbi- 
tant and fictitious prices for building 
materials caused by unlawful com- 
binations, associations, agreements or 


understandings among manufacturers, 
builders and dealers ın building ma- 
terials; and 


Whereas, The committee appointed 
by his Honor the Mayor to investigate 
the price of building materials with 
the object of stimulating house build- 
ing in this city has reported as the 
result of its investigation that the 
price of building materials and plumb- 
ing supplies are far out of proportion 
to the cost of production, and that 
such high prices are maintained by 
artificial means and are not due to the 
operation of the law of supply and de- 
mand; and 


Whereas, Such investigating com- 
mittee has requested the City Commis- 
sion to appoint a committee from its 
own members to conduct a searching 
investigation into all city contracts for 
the construction of public buildings 
and into the cost of labor and mate- 
rials entering into the price of sye} 
buildings for the payment of Which 
money is to be or has been raised by 
taxation levied upon the inhabitants 
and property owners of this munici- 
pality through the action of this 
Board; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the Board of City 
Commissioners be and they are hereby 
constituted a committee to investigate 
and ascertain whether or not there has 
existed one or more combinations, as- 
sociations, agreements or understand- 
ings between Builders, manufacturers 
and dealers in any of the materials or 
supplies that entered into the con- 
struction of public buildings or be- 
tween any individuals, groups or com- 
bination of individuals or any practice 
or usage obtaining in business and 
trades, concerned with the erection or 


construction of public buildings and in- 


any wise affecting injuriously con- 


55- 


tracts entered into for the construction 
of any such buildings for which the 
money or any part thereof has been 
or shall be raised by taxation to be 
imposed on the inhabitants of this city 
by the action of this Board, and for 
the purpose of this examination the 
said Board of Commissioners is here- 
by authorized to summon and compel 
the attendance of witnesses, to com- 
pel the production of books, papers 
and documents, in the possession or 
control of any officer of this munici- 
pality or in the possession or control 
of any officer or any other person 
within this State relating to the af- 
fairs or interests of the City of New- 
ark; and to administer oaths to wit- 
nesses and have the assistance and co- 
operation of all city officers and em- 
ployes and departments and access to 
such of their records as may be nec- 
essary to a full and complete investi- 
gation of the subject matter of such 
contracts; and that the sum of...... 
Dollars to be set aside out of the Con- 
tingent Fund for the expense of such 
investigation. 


Dr. Hanrahan: We feel this is one 
of the things that will come nearest 
to solving the housing problem. As 
to the validity of your Commission to 
act in this matter, I will cite from the 
Laws of 1900, the Evidence Act, which 
gives any governing body of any mu- 
nicipality power to investigate along 
the lines of this resolution and to ap- 
point a committee to do that from its 
own body, and we hope, as in the past, 
your Commissioners will help us to 
try to solve this great problem and 
lighten the hardships of our people. 


Mr. George Canniff, Kinney build- 
ing, appeared before the Board and 
urged the adoption of the resolution, 
stating that his committee have been 
investigating as to the difference in 


prices of building maternal in Newark 
and that asked for in New York and 
Elizabeth, but that his committee had 
no power to act, and that if this reso- 
lution were adopted it would result in 
bringing about an equalization of 
prices. 


Mayor Gillen: There is no question, 
according to figures this committee 
has obtained, that the prices of build- 
ing materials in Newark are much 
higher than other nearby places, and 
there is no reason why they should be. 
The committee is doing the best it can 
and the suggestion is offered to give 
further power to investigate the sit- 
uation. The governing body really in- 
vestigates. The prices in Newark over 
the prices in other places close by are 
so great that there should be some 
thorough investigation. In my opinion, 
it is quite probable there will be no 
house building here until the material 
men in Newark get their prices down 
to an equa! basis. 


Commissioner Archibald: I am not 
prepared to say if I will sign that res- 
olution. I would like to go over it 
and have an opportunity to study it.

1. That on February 11, 1886, and 
February 26, 1885, the Mayor and 
Common Council of the City of New- 
ark did by deeds recorded in Y 22, 
page 240, and Y 22, page 304, in the 
office of the Register of Essex County, 
convey to Theodore Geiser and Bern- 
ard Biehl, respectively, premises de- 
scribed as follows: 


“Beginning at a point in the easterly 
line of Prince Street distant 60’ south 
of the southerly line of Rose Street; 
thence easterly at right angles to 
Prince Street 100’; thence southerly 
parallel with Prince Street 25’; thence 
westerly 100' to the easterly line of 
Prince Street; thence northerly along 
the same 25’ to the place of begin- 
ning.” 


“Beginning at a point in the easterly 
line of Prince Street distant 85’ south 
of the southerly line of Rose Street;

2. Your petitioners obtained title to 
premises described in Y 22-304 and 
part of premises described in Y 22-240 
by deed recorded in the office of the 
Register of Essex County on July 9, 
1920; your petitioners since acquiring 
such title have made application to the 
Workingmen’s Building and Loan As- 
sociation of the City of Newark for a 
mortgage loan and have been informed

Mr. Meyer Zemel, 27 Jones Street: 
I am here before you as a citizen and 
taxpayer to appeal to your fair sense 
of justice and ask you to make a city 
wide investigation as to how the 1920 
taxes were levied as to real estate. I 
have evidence that there was discrim- 
ination. As to myself, my property 
was raised in some instances ten, 
twenty and thirty per cent. As to oth- 
ers, I can specifically state as the rec- 
ords I took from the books of the City 
will show that they were not increased 


at all. 


(Mr. Zemel then read off a list of 
ten properties, the values of which had 
not been increased for the year 1920, 
including one property that had been 
reduced $3,800 in value). 


J think you can readily see that an 
injustice has been done a majority of 
citizens in the City of Newark. People 
who own humble homes in the poorest 
sections, people with big mortgages, 
these are the people to whom the in- 
justice has been done. I know it is 
within your power to cause an investi- 
gation to be made as to why these big 
assessments were not raised. Every 
poor man’s assessment in Newark was 
raised and every tenement in Newark 
was raised. - I was given to understand 
by one of the Commissioners that the 


assessments throughout the city would 
be uniform. There ıs nothing fair in 
these assessments, and I sincerely 
trust that you will cause an investi- 
gation to be made. 


Mayor Gillen: There is a good deal 
of truth in what Mr. Zemel says. There 
is no logical reason why this Board 
eannot do away with these inequali- 
ties. We are the governing body of 
the city and it is really up to us to see 
that proper assessments are made. 
Some time ago, about a year after 
commission government started, I pro- 
posed to the Board to have a firm of 
expert appraisers go over this matter 
of taxation. I find the worst tax 
dodgers are people who are best able 
to pay the taxes. There are hundreds 
of those cases Mr. Zemel has cited. 
These things are outrageous and a 
case of discrimination pure and simple. 
It is not up to this Board, but up to 
some person in charge of these assess- 
ments. I think if we get a firm of ex- 
perts, the same as Buffalo and other 
cities, it would not take them long to 
find out who was getting away with 
murder in the City of Newark. Take, 
for instance, during the war, two big 
insurance companies, the Prudential 
is one of them, they got away with all 
kinds of personal taxes by buying Lib- 
erty Bonds. I believe if some of the 
big industries in the City of Newark 
paid their just share we would prob- 
ably have a 50-point reduction in our 
rate. I think a firm of experts should 
be brought into this city and these 
gentlemen dodging taxes made to toe 
the mark, otherwise you will not get 
any results and your tax rate will be 
on the increase. There are other rea- 
sons for tax rate increases, no doubt, 
but I think this would be the proper 
time to get at this tax matter in a 
thorough and comprehensive manner 
to embrace the whole city. 
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Commissioner Raymond: I do not 
think that is a bad idea to have ex- 
perts come here and appraise. I am in 
favor of it.

Mr. Hyman Rosensohn, 188 Market 
Street, and Mr. George Rhodes, 121 
Lehigh Avenue, also urged the adop- 
tion of the resolution and presented 
figures showing that prices of build- 
ing materials were much higher in 
Newark than in New York. 


Commissioner Raymond: As I un- 
derstand it, this investigation is no at- 
tack upon any city contract, but a gen- 
eral charge against the building trade 
and that such an investigation would 
result beneficially to building and re- 
duce the costs of building materials. 
Is that the idea? 


Mayor Gillen: That is the object. 


Commissioner Raymond moved the 
adoption of the resolution and that the 
matter be referred to the Mayor with 
power to make the investigation. 


The roll being called, the- motion 
was declared adopted by the following 
votes:

Whereas, There has been for some 
time past, and there is now existing a 
great shortage in the number of flats, 
apartments, tenement houses and 
homes for rent in the cities of this 
State, and especially in the City of 
Newark, which is chiefly due to the 
cessation of building operations; and 


Whereas, As the result of said 
shortage there is insufficient living ac- 
commodations for the people of this 
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city and such shortage has resulted in 
the exactions of exorbitant rent so 
that many of the people are unable to 
secure housing accommodations within 
their means; and 


Whereas, It has been charged that 
these conditions are due among other 
things to the maintenance of exorbi- 
tant and fictitious prices for building 
materials caused by unlawful combi- 
nations, associations, agreements or 
understandings among manufacturers, 
builders and dealers in building mate- 
rials; and 


Whereas, The committee appointed 
by his Honor the Mayor to investigate 
the price of building materials with 
the object of stimulating house build- 
ing in this city has reported as the re- 
sult of its investigation that the price 
of building materials and plumbing 
supplies are far out of proportion to 
the cost of production, and that such 
high prices are maintained by arti- 
ficial means and are not due to the 
operation of the law of supply and de- 
mand; and 


Whereas, Such investigating com- 
mittee has requested the City Com- 
mission to appoint a committee from 
its own members to conduct a search- 
ing investigation into all city contracts 
for the construction of public buildings 
and into the cost of labor and mate- 
rials entering into the price of such 
buildings for the payment of which 
money is to be or has been raised by 
taxation levied upon the inhabitants 
and property owners of this munici- 
pality through the action of this 
Board; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the Mayor, the Di- 
rector of the Department of Public Af- 
fairs be and he is hereby constituted 


a committee to investigate and ascer- 
tain whether or not there has existed 
one or more combinations, associa- 
tions, agreements or understandings 
between builders, manufacturers and 
dealers in any of the materials or sup- 
plies that entered into the construction 
of public buildings or between any in- 
dividuals, groups, or combination of 
individuals, or any practice or usage 
obtaining in business and trades, con- 
cerned with the erection or construc- 
tion of publice buildings and in any 
wise affecting injuriously contracts en- 
tered into for the construction of any 
such buildings for which the money 
or any part thereof has been or shall 
be raised by taxation to be imposed on 
the inhabitants of this city by the ac- 
tion of this Board, and for the purpose 
of this examination the said Director 
is hereby authorized to summon and 
compel the attendance of witnesses, 
compel the production of books, papers 
and documents, in the possession or 
control of any officer of this munici- 
pality or in the possession or control 
of any officer or any other person with- 
in this State relating to the affairs or 
interests of the City of Newark; and 
to administer oaths to witnesses and 
have the assistance and co-operation 
of all city officers and employes and 
departments and access to such of 
their records as may be necessary to 
a full and complete investigation of 
the subject matter of such contracts.

Mr. Valentine B. Kane, 57 So. 13th 
Street: Mr. Mayor and members of 
the Commission, the Federation of Im- 
provement Associations of this city 
have been trying to get a copy of the 
application that was filed by the Sub- 
marine Boat Company for the is- 
suing of stock in the city-owned rail- 
road at Port Newark. We have been 
unable up to the present time to get 
it, and we find the City of Newark has 
no copy of such application, and that 
the City of Newark has taken no jn- 
terest in this application, and we 
ask that the City of Newark request 
the Publie Utilities Commission before 
passing upon this application that a 
public hearing be given in the City of 
Newark on this application. We do 
not know what the Submarine intends 
to do; no one in the City of Newark 
knows. We maintain that. the City of 
Newark should look after this matter. 
It looks as if none of the Commission- 
ers knew that this application had 
been filed. The Federation of Im- 
provement Associations is composed of 
nineteen bodies, and is the only organ- 
ization in the city that represents the 
City of Newark, and we attack the 
plan outlined by the Chamber of 
Commerce and we maintain that the 
Chamber of Commerce is a body of 
manufacturers and have no interest in 
city matters but their own. They are 
opposed to the public lighting plant. 
We ask this Board to give us some 
information on this plan to capitalize 
a city-owned railroad. We have a 
plan to deepen the channel by the City 
of Newark and we feel it is the best 
plan yet put forward. We want to see 
that channel opened to everybody that 
comes up the river. There should be 
free docks and anyone should have 


free entry and the City of Newark 
would profit by it. In all fairness we 
ask this Board to request the Public 
Utility Commission to give a public 
hearing and give us a chance to ap- 
pear at this hearing. 


Commisisoner Raymond: They only 
have leasehold rights on this railroad. 
The railroad was included in the lease. 
They wanted to get the advantages 
from the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and railroad management. 
They wanted to get the advantage of 
the deferential rates to conduct goods 
from cars to boats on this railroad, 
and in order for them to get the ad- 
vantage of these rates they had to in- 
corporate as a railroad. They have 
also incorporated the ship building 
company as a trans-marine company. 
It is merely a formal corporation. The 
stock is held by the stockholders of 
the Submarine Boat Company. The 
stock has not been put on the market, 
it is simply a convenience to business. 
The Submarine Boat Company as such 
could not deal with them until they 
had incorporated as a railroad. They 
simply have leasehold rights, and 
when the lease expires the lease of the 
railroad expires with it. 


Mr. Kane: I maintain the Sub- 
marine Boat Corporation is trying to 
put something over and the people of 
Newark are going to know about it if 
we have to go out on soap boxes on 
corners to tell them. 


Commissioner Monahan: I move 
that the Federation of Improvement 
Associations be granted a hearing. 


Commissioner Raymond: It is a 
hearing before the Public Utility 
Board. Mr. Kane thinks the city 
should combine with the Federation in 


demanding a hearing on this applica- 
tion before any action is taken on it 
by the Utility Board. 


City Counsel Congleton: I would 
like to say for your information that 
the application of the Submarine Boat 
Company has already been granted. 


Commissioner Raymond: I would 
like to say that when we made this 
lease the city had two engines there, 
one that worked and ran on tracks, 
another that worked but stood still. 
They have added 25 engines. There 
were, I think, 25 cars, cars used for 
carrying earth. They now have 350 
cars. They bought these cars and Í 
suppose their stock covers this equip- 
ment. I understand they have mad:2 
no public appeal for stock subscrip- 
tions, but I suppose they are going to 
pay for the equipment of this roal 
with stock of the ship building com- 
pany, and as I tried to say to you be- 
fore, in transporting goods from the 
main line to their boats, and in order 
to bring commerce to Newark, they 
found they could get certain advan- 
tages from the government as a rail- 
road which they would not get as a 
boat building corporation. 


Mr. Kane: I charge the Submarine 
Boat Corporation with being the 
crookedest concern that ever came into 

- this city. They came here with noth- 
ing and got everything they wanted 
from the city by waving the American 
flag. They controlled the Republican 
party of this State and operated their 
offices and demanded from every can- 
didate for the convention at Chicago 
that he sign their petition. 


Commissioner Raymond: They did 
not demand it of me, and to that ex- 
tent what you have said is untrue. I 
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do not believe they demanded it of 
anybody. 


Dr. Henry Moskowitz, Submarine 
Boat Company: I would like to refute 
the statement which has just been 
made that the Submarine Boat Com- 
pany came here with nothing. When 
the Submarine Boat Company came 
here it had assets of ten million dol- 
lars in bonds and securities. It has 
now about seven subsidiaries which 
had been associated with that corpora- 
tion before we ever came here, and T 
wish to resent any such accusation as 
made by even such an irresponsible 
person as the previous speaker. I 
would not dignify him by a reply, only 
I desire the press to know that the 
statement that the Submarine was a 
War Baby is absolutely untrue. 


Mayor Gillen: The Submarine is 
just like any other big concern, when 
it does business it looks to its own best 
advantage. That, of course, is natural 
in doing business, When the lease was 
made with the Submarine Boat Com- 
pany there was not any great effort 
made by the City to get a real bargain. 
Of course, we were leasing the land 
there with that depth of water as it 
was. Now there is a new proposition 
needing a greater depth of water, or 
furnishing better facilities for that 
terminal, and along comes information 
if we do make this improvement our 
facilities will be in great demand and 
can be leased at revenues far in ex- 
cess of the revenues we have been get- 
ting. Now, if it is true that by spend- 
ing another million or so we are going 
to bring a depth of 30. feet of water 
and that depth of 30 feet of water is 
going to give the new company formed 
by the Submarine a chance to do busi- 
ness on a very large scale and per- 
haps to conduct a very large volume 
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of business, and assuming that they 
are gomg to conduct a very large busi- 
ness and make a big profit, I think the 
Submarine ought to come together 
with the City and reform this lease on 
a fair and equitable basis to the City. 


Commissioner Raymond: I would 
like to get a better lease from the 
Submarine, but I cannot see why, be- 
cause we are saddled with a lease we 
should hold back in bringing deep 
water up to Newark.

Whereas, A petition has been pre- 
sented to the Board of Commissioners 
of the City of Newark by Samuel G. 
Schwartz and Samuel Kaplan, setting 
forth that they are the owners of cer- 
tain lands and premises in the City of 
Newark, County of Essex and State of 
New Jersey, described as follows: 


Beginning at a point in the east- 
erly line of Prince Street, distant 
eighty-four feet six inches south of 
' the southerly line of Rose Street; 
thence easterly at right angles to 
Prince Street one hundred feet; 
thence southerly parallel with Prince 
Street twenty-five feet six inches;

1. That no stable, barn, carriage 
or out house shall be built or erect- 
ed thereon, within less than 60’ of 
the street or front line of said prop- 
erty. 


2. That no factory or manufactur- 
ing establishment shall be built or 
erected thereon or any business of 
that kind carried on upon said prem- 
ises, 


3. That no building built or to be 
erected thereon shall be used for the 
purpose of a liquor store or saloon. 


4. That every dwelling to be built 
or to be erected thereon shall be lo- 
cated so that the front line thereof 
shall be at least 6’ from the front or 
street line of the said property and 
such dwelling shall be erected at a 
cost of not less than Two Thousand 
Dollars ($2,000). 


On breach of these conditions or 
either of them the estate hereby 
granted shall cease and determine 
and the party of the first part, their 
successors and assigns, shall have 
the right to enter thereon and take 


full possession thereof and to use 
and occupy the said property as of 
their former estate. 


That aforesaid petitioners have 
made application for a loan from the 
Workingmen’s Building and Loan As- 
sociation, and are unable to procure 
said loan unless the solicitor of the 
said Building and Loan Association is 
tendered a release of the right of re- 
entry and reversion on the part of the 
City. Now, therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the proper officers of 
the City of Newark be authorized and 
directed to execute in the name of the 
City of Newark a release to the said 
Samuel G. Schwartz and Samuel Kap- 
lan, the owners of premises above de- 
scribed, and petitioners in said peti- 
tion, which said release shall be drawn 
so as to release said lands and prem- 
ises from the right of entry for condi- 
tion broken, created in favor of the 
Mayor and Common Council of the 
City of Newark, its successors or as- 
signs, by aforementioned deeds by 
which, on breach of condition therein 
mentioned, title to said lands and 
premises granted by said deeds was to 
cease and determine; and the said 
Mayor and Common Council of’ the 
City of Newark, its successors and as- 
signs, was to have the right to enter 
thereon, and take full possession 
thereof, and to use, hold and occupy 
the said property as of their former 
estate.
